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oneofthemultipl on s of the base transistor structur s, arranged immediat ly 
adjacent on another, is configurable to provide gate isolation for active 
transistors in other ones of the base transistor structures." The claimed gate 
isolation is electricaj isolation provided by tying the separate gates of an 
intermediate base transistor structure to VDD and VSS, as explained in the 
amended paragraph. In contrast, the isolation described in Shaw is the physical 
isolation of transistors' diffused regions (sources and drains). Col. 29, lines 37-45 
and the Abstract. 

Shaw further does not disclose the limitations of dependent claims 7-17 or 
of new claims 21-22. 

For the above reasons, applicants submit that the present claims are in 
condition for allowance, and respectfully request such action.
